The  interest  on  this  debt  is  a very  heavy  burden  for  the 
school  to  carry  and  greatly  interferes  with  the  good  work  which  is 
being  done.  While  we  have  2050  students  this  year  we  could  have 
many  more  if  we  were  enabled  by  raising  the  debt  on  our  building  to 
use  the  money  now  spent  in  interest  charges  to  endow  professorships. 

We  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  is  not  a private, 
money-making  corporation,  but  a chartered  institution  like  our  col- 
leges and  universities,  in  which  every  cent  earned  goes  for  the  benefit 
of  the  students.
